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Preface 


Through  the  ages  the  people  of  God  have  related  to  their  Creator  through 
the  medium  of  worship  and  song.  Books  of  Worship  record  some  of  man's 
noblest  expressions  in  his  continuing  search  for  understanding  and  meaning. 
Their  pages  flow  in  endless  streams  of  song  and  Scripture,  prayer  and 
praise.  They  speak  of  the  believer's  faith  in  the  daily  renewal  of  life  and 
love  between  creature  and  Creator. 

The  Book  of  Worship  for  United  States  Forces  follows  in  this 
tradition.

Hymns  and  worship  resources  have 
been  carefully  selected  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  many  diverse 
groups  of  worshipers  within  the  military  community.  It  was  especially 
designed  in  language  and  style  to  appeal  to  young  adults. 

By  tradition,  lay  leadership  has  been  integral  to  the  worship  experience 
of  military  congregations.  Therefore,  this  Book  of  Worship  was  arranged 
to  include  a  wide  variety  of  hymns,  responses,  and  liturgical  resources  to 
assist  the  layman  both  in  worship  and  in  its  direction. 

Extensive  indexes,  instrumental  chord  symbols,  varieties  of  hymn  tune 
moods  and  styles,  plus  the  use  of  both  traditional  and  modern  idioms,  have 
been  included  to  encourage  creativity  and  flexibility  in  worship. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  all  who  have  contributed  so  generously  of 
time  and  talent  in  the  creation  of  this  contemporary  interfaith  hymnal. 
Although  space  precludes  listing  their  names,  may  they  always  be  mindful 
of  the  many  who  will  be  blessed  through  their  labor  of  love.  Therefore,  we 
joyfully  offer  the  Book  of  Worship  for  United  States  Forces  to  the 
praise  of  Almighty  God.

(leneral  Intercessions 

(Prayer  of  the  Faithful) 

As  a  priestly  people  we  unite  with  one  another  to  pray  for  today's  needs  in  the 
church  and  the  world. 
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The  several  intentions  of  prayer  are  announced  by  the  appropriate  person,  ordi- 
narily nut  the  priest  himself.  The  intentions  may  be  expressed  simply  as  prayers 
for  persons  or  things,  e.g.,  "Let  us  pray  for  .  .  .  that  .  .  .  ."  The  best  way  of 
ending  each  petition  is  with  the  expression,  "Let  us  pray  to  the  Lord,"  or,  "We 
pray  to  the  Lord." 

Ordinarily  the  petitions  should  be  relatively  few  in  number,  about  five  or  six. 
Examples  of  such  intentions  in  each  category  are:  (I)  For  the  needs  of  the  uni- 
versal church,  e.g.,  for  the  pope,  for  the  bishops,  the  pastors,  and  the  priests  of 
the  church,  for  the  missions,  for  the  unity  of  Christians,  for  vocations.  (2 1  For  the 
needs  of  the  world,  e.g.,  for  our  civil  leaders,  for  peace,  for  good  weather,  for 
public  elections,  for  economic  problems.  (3)  For  those  in  need  or  in  trouble,  e.g., 
for  those  absent  from  the  community,  for  those  suffering  persecution,  for  the 
unemployed,  for  the  sick  and  infirm,  for  the  dying,  for  prisoners,  for  exiles.  (4)  For 
the  assembly  of  the  faithful,  e.g.,  for  the  members  of  this  parish  who  are  to  be 
baptized,  confirmed,  married,  ordained,  for  the  pastor  and  the  priests,  for  the 
parochial  mission.

We  are  here  to  bless  (Jod  and  to  receive 
the  gift  of  .lesus'  body  and  blood  so  that  our  faith  and  life  may  be  transformed. 

Sit  Offertory  Song 

the  bread  and  the  wine  for  the  Eucharist,  with  our  gifts  for  the  church  and  the 
poor,  are  gathered  and  brought  to  the  altar.  We  prepare  our  hearts  by  song  or  in 
silence  as  the  Lord's  table  is  being  set.  \N  bile  the  gifts  of  the  people  are  brought 
forward  to  the  priest  and  are  placed  on  the  altar,  the  Offertory  Song  is  sung. 

Before  placing  the  bread  on  the  altar,  the  priest  says  quietly:

To  prepare  for  the  paschal  meal,  to  welcome  the  Lord,  we  pray  for  forgiveness 
and  exchange  a  sign  of  peace.  Before  eating  Christ's  body  and  drinking  his  blood, 
we  must  be  one  with  him  and  with  all  our  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  church.

Breaking  of  the  Bread 

Christians  are  gathered  for  the  "breaking  of  the  bread,"  another  name  for  the  Mass. 
In  communion,  though  many  we  are  made  one  body  in  the  one  bread,  which  is 
Christ. 

The  priest  breaks  the  host  over  the  paten  and  places  a  small 
piece  in  the  chalice,  saying  quietly: 

priest:        May  this  minglingof  the  body  and  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
bring  eternal  life  to  us  who  receive  it. 

Meanwhile  the  people  sing  {No.  604)  or  say:

have  mercy  on  us.

The  hymn  may  be  repeated  until  the  breaking  of  the  bread  is 
finished,  but  the  last  phrase  is  always  "Grant  us  peace." 

Communion

tion before  meeting  Christ  in  the  Eucharist.

Or  a  song,  preferably  with 
refrain,  may  be  sung  by  the  cantor  (or  choir)  and  the  people.  A  psalm  or  a  hymn 
from  the  hymn  section,  suitable  to  the  season,  feast,  or  action  of  the  Mass  may  be 
sung. 

If  there  is  no  singing  here,  the  Communion  Song  proper  is  said. 

Sit  Silence  After  Communion 

After  communion  there  may  be  a  period  of  silence,  or  a  song  of 
praise  may  be  sung. 

Stand  Prayer  After  Communion 

The  priest  prays  in  our  name  that  we  may  live  the  life  of  faith  since  we  have  been 
strengthened  by  Christ  himself.  Our  Amen  makes  his  prayer  our  own.

(Not  God.  Not  even  "they.") 
Perhaps  our  prayers  for  peace  should  be  for 

forgiveness. 
And  perhaps  they  should  be  said  first  to 

our  brothers. 

For  "if  you  are  bringing  your  offering  to  the  altar 
and  there  remember  that  your  brother  has 
something  against  you,  leave  your  offering 
there  before  the  altar,  go  and  be  reconciled 
with  your  brother  first  .  .  ." 

Brother,  forgive  us. 

Brother,  help  us  to  understand. 

And  when  to  the  Lord: 

A  prayer  for  courage.  Help  in  living  with  the  truth. 

We  are  brothers  who  seek  to  destroy. 

But  brothers. 

Peace  is  a  truth  lived. 

A  prayer  for  peace  is  an  outstretched  hand. 

Unarmed. 

Let  us  pray:  O  God,  you  correct  injustices  and  gather  together 
the  dispersed  to  protect  them.  Mercifully  fill  your  people  with  the 
spirit  of  peace  and  unity,  that  they  may  cast  aside  their  differences 
and  serve  you  worthily  in  union  with  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

all:  Amen. 

The  following,  or  similar  selections,  may  he  read. 
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reader:  a  beautiful,  perilous  vision  of  man  in  history!  Almost  as  though 
one  were  to  say,  mankind,  like  a  truncated  body,  can  grow  new 
limbs  in  response  to  new  words. 

But  it  is  precisely  here  that  the  biological  analogy  breaks  down, 
and  the  spiritual  reality  bursts  through.  That  is  to  say—  .  .  .  man 
cannot  grow  new  limbs  no  matter  how  urgent  his  needs  or  how 
fervent  his  longings. 

And  — of  course  mankind  can  grow  into  new  forms  of  community, 
new  international  agreements,  new  alternatives  to  violence,  new 
expressions  of  faith  and  love,  new  heights  of  altruism  — all  in 
accord  with  the  new  demands  which  his  times  place  on  him. 

Hope  for  man!  .  .  .  Here  are  some  of  the  practical  things  to  be 
done,  if  hope  is  to  win  out  .  .  . 

Share  your  goods.  Have  compassion.  Make  peace  with  your 
enemies.  Grant  others  breathing  space.  Stop  wasting  the  earth. 
Unlearn  avarice  and  selfishness. 

Men  need  hope  most  when  despair  seems  most  reasonable.  .  .  . 
Despair  is  seductive  and  rank  and  pollutes  the  atmosphere.  We 
have  been  hearing  so  much  bad  news  about  ourselves,  for  so  long, 
we  have  come  almost  to  believe  it  — to  live  by  it,  to  fear  it,  to  arm 
for  its  sake,  to  die  of  it. 

We  have  grown  less  and  less  able  to  grow  limbs  for  reducing  dis- 
stances,  limbs  for  drawing  other  lives  to  our  own,  limbs  for  building, 
and  planning  and  loving  and  dancing  and  making  music  and  .  .  . 
but  where  does  man  stop,  if  he  is  man,  if  he  has  grown  up,  if  his 
body  is  whole? 

He  never  does,  of  course.  He  is  his  own  good  news.  He  is  dis- 
charged from  the  hospital.  He  is  risen.

Following 
each  prayer,  please  respond  "Hear  us,  O  Lord."

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leader:  Some  will  say  we  should  not  be  praying  for  peace  and  unity.  The 
real  problem  in  prayer  is  not  that  God  is  effecting  no  changes  in 
the  world;  nor  that  he  is  distant;  nor  even  that  he  is  silent.  The 
problem  is  that,  being  so  close  and  so  broadly  diffused,  men  still 
miss  him.  That  is  why  the  process  of  prayer  is  the  process  of  man 
changing,  not  God.  One  travels  a  route  often  marked  by  despera- 
tion, and  many  speak  of  death  and  misery  and  the  absence  of  God. 
But  the  reality,  known  by  faith,  is  quite  the  contrary. 

reader:  a  prayer  for  peace  is  an  outstretched  hand. 

reader:  And  a  truth  to  be  lived  as  we  say,  "Brother,  forgive  us." 

A  greeting  of  peace  is  now  exchanged. 

Hymn.  {A  contemporary  folk  hymn  is  suggested.) 
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Hymn. 

leader:  The  Christian  way  is  a  faith  commitment  for  adults.  But  its  faith 
is  the  faith  of  a  community.  This  faith  is  initiated  and  nourished 
in  the  believing  community,  a  local  assembly  which  is  a  com- 
munity of  worship  and  a  community  of  mission. 

One  might  think  it  were  enough  to  be  born  once.  But  life  is  not 
that  simple.  Our  search  for  meaning  cries  out  to  heights  and 
depths  beyond  human  grasp  — to  God,  whose  call  and  favor  are 
a  covenant-gift,  witnessed  by  Scripture  and  made  flesh  in  Christ 
Jesus.  In  his  cross,  in  his  death  and  resurrection,  is  the  pattern 
of  our  struggle  and  our  new  life. 

Hymn.  {A  hymn  in  contemporary  folk  idiom  is  suggested.) 

reader:  Freedom  .  .  .  is  inwardness,  spontaneity,  the  capacity  of  a  man 
to  find  within  himself  the  reasons  and  the  motives  of  his  own 
right  decisions  and  action,  apart  from  external  coercion.  Free- 
dom therefore  is  authenticity,  truthfulness,  fidelity  to  the  pursuit 
of  truth  and  to  the  truth  when  found.  In  further  consequence, 
freedom  is  experienced  as  duty,  as  responsibility  — as  a  response 
to  the  claims  of  justice,  to  the  demands  of  rightful  law,  to  the 
governance  and  guidance  of  legitimate  authority.  In  its  inti- 
mately Christian  sense,  however,  freedom  has  a  higher  meaning 
than  all  of  this.  Freedom,  in  the  deepest  experience  of  it,  is  love. 
To  be  free  is  to  be-for-the-others.  The  Christian  call  to  freedom 
is  inherently  a  call  to  community,  a  summons  out  of  isolation, 
an  invitation  to  be-with-others,  an  impulse  to  service  of  the 
others.

leader:  Do  you  believe  in  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  holy  catholic  church,  the 
communion  of  saints,  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  the  resurrection  of 
the  body,  and  life  everlasting? 

all:  We  do. 

leader:  Man  was  put  on  this  earth,  as  Scripture  tells  us.  not  to  leave 
things  the  way  they  were  — God  created  Adam  and  he  put  him 
in  the  garden  to  take  care  of  it:  man  is  supposed  to  transform 
his  world  so  that  it  bears  a  mark  of  his  own  intelligence  and  his 
own  art  and  his  own  concern,  because  only  if  that  is  there,  can 
there  be  a  Christian  dimension  to  all  this.  If  the  world  is  going 
to  be  Christianized,  it  automatically  means  to  be  humanized. 

leader:  God  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  freed  us  from  sin.

leader:  We  adore  you.  O  Christ,  and  we  praise  you:

Again  the  high  priest  questioned  him:  "Are  you  the  Messiah,  the 
Son  of  the  Blessed  God?"  "I  am,"  answered  Jesus,  "and  you  will 
all  see  the  Son  of  Man  seated  at  the  right  side  of  the  Almighty, 
and  coming  with  the  clouds  of  heaven!"  The  high  priest  tore  his 
robes  and  said.

SECOND  MEDITATION 
Jesus  carries  his  cross. 

leader:  We  adore  you,  O  Christ,  and  we  praise  you: 

all:  Because  by  your  holy  cross  you  have  redeemed  the  world. 

Pilate  said  to  the  Jews,  "Here  is  your  king!"  They  shouted  back, 
"Kill  him!  Kill  him!  Nail  him  to  the  cross!"  Pilate  asked  them, 
"Do  you  want  me  to  nail  your  king  to  the  cross?"  The  chief  priests 
answered.  "The  only  king  we  have  is  the  Emperor!"  Then  Pilate 
handed  Jesus  over  to  them  to  be  nailed  to  the  cross.  So  they  took 
charge  of  Jesus.  He  went  out.  carrying  his  own  cross.  {John 
19:14-17.) 
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leader:   Let  us  pray. 

Father  in  heaven,  your  Son.  Jesus  Christ,  still  carries  his  cross  in 
his  persecuted  brothers  throughout  the  world.

If  the  world  hates  you.  you  must  remember  that  it  has  hated  me 
first.  If  you  belonged  to  the  world,  then  the  world  would  love  you 
as  its  own.

Standing  close  to  Jesus'  cross  were  his  mother,  his  mother's  sister, 
Mary  the  wife  of  Clopas,  and  Mary  Magdalene.  Jesus  saw  his 
mother  and  the  disciple  he  loved  standing  there;  so  he  said  to  his 
mother.  "Woman,  here  is  your  son."  Then  he  said  to  the  disciple. 
"Here  is  your  mother."  And  from  that  time  the  disciple  took  her 
to  live  in  his  home.

O  blessed  Lord,  at  your  passion  a  sword  of  sorrow  pierced  the 
loving  heart  of  your  mother  as  Simeon  had  foretold.  Grant  that

the  healing  fruits  of  your  sufferings.

FIFTH  MEDITATION 

Simon  of  Cyrene  helps  Jesus  to  carry  his  cross. 

We  adore  you,  O  Christ,  and  we  praise  you: 

Because  by  your  holy  cross  you  have  redeemed  the  world. 

When  they  had  finished  making  fun  of  him,  they  took  off  the  purple 
robe  and  put  his  own  clothes  back  on  him.  Then  they  led  him  out 
to  nail  him  to  the  cross.  On  the  way  they  met  a  man  named  Simon, 
who  was  coming  into  the  city  from  the  country,  and  they  forced 
him  to  carry  Jesus'  cross.  (This  was  Simon  from  Cyrene,  the  father 
of  Alexander  and  Rufus.)  They  brought  Jesus  to  a  place  called 
Golgotha,  which  means  'The  Place  of  the  Skull."  (Mark  15:20-22.) 

Let  us  pray. 

My  Lord  and  my  God,  help  me  to  see  in  the  sufferings  and  short- 
comings of  my  life  a  share  in  your  cross;  strengthen  and  console 
us  in  the  belief  that  we  bear  all  things  in  union  with  you,  who  have 
taken  upon  yourself  even  our  guilt. 

Amen. 


SIXTH  MEDITATION 
Veronica  wipes  the  face  of  Jesus. 

leader:  We  adore  you,  O  Christ,  and  we  praise  you: 

all:         Because  by  your  holy  cross  you  have  redeemed  the  world. 

"When,  Lord,  did  we  ever  see  you  hungry  and  feed  you,  or  thirsty 
and  give  you  drink?  When  did  we  ever  see  you  a  stranger  and 
welcome  you  in  our  homes,  or  naked  and  clothe  you?  When  did 
we  ever  see  you  sick  or  in  prison,  and  visit  you?"  The  King  will 
answer  back,  "I  tell  you,  indeed,  whenever  you  did  this  for  one  of 
the  least  important  of  these  brothers  of  mine,  you  did  it  for  me!" 
{Matthew  25:37-40.) 

leader:  Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  and  ever-loving  God,  we  feel  your  love  and  understand- 
ing in  the  consolation  and  support  we  receive  from  one  another. 
Give  us,  we  beg  you,  the  courage  and  dedication  to  sacrifice  and 
suffer  with  those  who  are  in  need,  the  least  of  your  brethren. 


all: 


Amen. 
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SEVENTH  MEDITATION 

Jesus  falls  the  second  time. 

leader:  We  adore  you.  O  Christ,  and  we  praise  you: 

all:  Because  by  your  holy  cross  you  have  redeemed  the  world. 

It  was  our  weaknesses  that  he  carried,  our  sufferings  that  he  en- 
dured, while  we  thought  of  him  as  stricken,  as  one  struck  by  God 
and  afflicted.  But  he  was  pierced  for  our  offenses,  crushed  for 
our  sins:  upon  him  was  the  punishment  that  makes  us  whole,  by 
his  stripes  we  were  healed.  We  had  all  gone  astray  like  sheep, 
each  following  his  own  way:  but  the  Lord  laid  upon  him  the  guilt 
of  us  all.  [Isaiah  53:4-6.) 

leader:   Let  us  pray. 

My  Lord  and  my  God.  you  shared  in  our  weaknesses  and  accepted 
our  guilt.  Grant  me  the  favor  of  rejoicing  over  my  human  weak- 
nesses, so  that  in  all  I  do,  your  strength,  dwelling  in  me.  may  be 
shown  to  all  men.

Teach  me  your  laws!  l-et  me  understand 
your  decrees,  that  I  may  rejoice  at  your  wonders!  My  life  is  sleep- 
less with  grief.  Raise  me  with  your  word!  (Psalm  U9[l  l8]:25-28.)

Almighty  and  eternal  God.  you  permitted  your  Son  to  be  weakened, 
crushed,  and  profaned,  so  that  he  might  rise  from  the  dead  freed 
from  the  ravages  of  sin.

Jesus  is  stripped  of  his  clothes.

all:          Because  by  your  holy  cross  you  have  redeemed  the  world. 

They  offered  him  wine  to  drink,  mixed  with  gall;  after  tasting  it. 
however,  he  would  not  drink  it.  They  nailed  him  to  the  cross,  and 
then  divided  his  clothes  among  them  by  throwing  dice.  (Matthew 
27:34-35.) 

leader:  Let  us  pray. 

My  l-ord  and  my  God.  stripped  of  everything,  you  stood  exposed 
to  the  jeers  and  contempt  of  the  people  whom  you  loved.  Clothe 
me  with  genuine  love  of  others,  so  that  nothing  1  suffer  may  ever 
fill  my  heart  with  hatred  or  bitterness.

ELEVENTH  MEDITATION 
Jesus  is  nailed  to  the  cross.

When  they  came  to  the  place  called  'The  Skull,"  they  nailed 
Jesus  to  the  cross  there,  and  the  two  criminals,  one  on  his  right 
and  one  on  his  left.  Jesus  said.  "Forgive  them.  Father!  They  don't 
know  what  they  are  doing."  (Luke  23:33-34.)

In  your  hands  I  place  my 
spirit!"  Then  he  bowed  his  head  and  died.  {Luke  23:44-46;  John 
19:30.)

THIRTEENTH  MEDITATION 
Jesus  is  laid  in  the  tomb. 

leader:  We  adore  you.  O  Christ,  and  we  praise  you: 

all:  Because  by  your  holy  cross  you  have  redeemed  the  world. 

Joseph  of  Arimathea  took  the  body  of  Jesus,  wrapped  it  in  a  new 
linen  sheet,  and  placed  it  in  his  own  grave,  which  he  had  just 
recently  dug  out  of  the  rock.  Then  he  rolled  a  large  stone  across 
the  entrance  to  the  grave  and  went  away.  (Matthew  27:59-60.) 

leader:  Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  and  eternal  God.  on  the  edge  of  sadness  when  all  seemed 
lost,  you  restored  to  us  the  Savior  we  thought  defeated  and  con- 
quered. Help  us,  we  beg  you,  so  to  empty  ourselves  of  self- 
concern  that  we  might  see  your  hand  in  every  failure  and  your 
victory  in  every  defeat.  These  things  we  ask  in  the  name  of  your 
Son.  Jesus  Christ,  who  lives  and  reigns  forever  with  you  in  the 
unity  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

all:         Amen. 
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CLOSING  MEDITATION 
The  resurrection  of  Jesus. 

LEADER:  We  adore  you.  O  Christ,  and  we  praise  you: 

all:  Because  by  your  holy  cross  and  resurrection  you  have  redeemed 

the  world. 

After  the  Sabbath  day  was  over.  Mary  Magdalene.  Mary  the 
mother  of  James,  and  Salome  bought  spices  to  go  and  anoint  the 
body  of  Jesus.  Very  early  on  Sunday  morning,  at  sunrise,  they 
went  to  the  grave.  On  the  way  they  said  to  one  another.  "Who 
will  roll  away  the  stone  from  the  entrance  to  the  grave  for  us?" 
(It  was  a  very  large  stone.)  Then  they  looked  up  and  saw  that  the 
stone  had  already  been  rolled  back.  So  they  entered  the  grave, 
where  they  saw  a  young  man.  sitting  at  the  right,  who  wore  a  white 
robe  — and  they  were  filled  with  alarm.  "Don't  be  alarmed."  he 
said.  "You  are  looking  for  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  who  was  nailed  to 
the  cross.  But  he  is  not  here  —  he  has  risen!  Look,  here  is  the  place 
where  they  laid  him."  (Mark  16:1-6.) 

all:  I  believe  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  creator  of  heaven  and  earth; 

and  in  Jesus  Christ,  his  only  Son,  our  Lord,  who  was  conceived  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  suffered  under  Pontius 
Pilate,  was  crucified,  died,  and  was  buried.  He  descended  into  hell; 
the  third  day  he  arose  again  from  the  dead.  I  believe  in  the  Holy 
Spirit,  the  holy  catholic  church,  the  communion  of  saints,  the 
forgiveness  of  sins,  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and  life  everlast- 
ing. Amen. 
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The  readers,  leader,  and  musicians  should  be  in  place  before 
the  service  begins.  The  leader  should  ask  the  persons  on  the 
one  side  of  the  assembly  to  read  the  parts  marked  I ,  and  those 
on  the  other  side  to  read  the  parts  marked  II.  It  is  advisable 
for  the  musicians  to  review  the  music  for  the  service  in  ad- 
vance. The  chaplains  enter  during  the  singing  of  the  opening 
hymn.

leader:  In  early  apostolic  times  the  Eucharist  was  received  at  the  agape, 
the  community  love  feast.  But  these  dinners  at  Corinth  were 
marred  by  factions,  with  divisions  developing  between  one  group 
and  another,  between  rich  and  poor,  between  the  well-fed  and 
the  hungry.  It  seems  that  they— like  ourselves  — realized  only 
imperfectly  the  nature  of  the  sacrament  that  Christ  founded  at 
the  Last  Supper.  If  we  are  to  think  less  of  the  accidentals  that 
separate  us.  we  will  have  to  concentrate  in  prayer  on  the  great 
mystery  of  our  supernatural  unity  — with  the  body  and  blood  of 
the  Lord  making  us  one  with  him  and  with  one  another. 

Lord,  we  confess  in  sorrow  and  shame  that  often  when  we  as- 
semble as  Christians,  there  are  divisions  among  us.  .  .  .  So  that 
when  we  meet  together,  it  is  not  really  your  supper  that  we  eat. 
for  we  do  not  have  enough  love  in  our  hearts. 

The  account  that  Paul  received  from  you.  Lord,  which  he  also 
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delivered  to  us.  is  that  on  the  night  you  were  betrayed  you  took 
bread,  and  when  you  had  given  thanks,  you  broke  it.  and  said: 
"This  is  my  body  which  is  for  you.  Do  this  in  remembrance  of 
me."  For  as  often  as  we  eat  this  bread  and  drink  the  cup,  we  pro- 
claim your  death,  O  Lord,  until  you  come.  Whoever,  therefore, 
eats  the  bread  or  drinks  your  cup  in  an  unworthy  manner  will  be 
guilty  of  profaning  your  body  and  blood.  Help  us,  then,  to  examine 
ourselves,  and  so  eat  of  the  bread  and  drink  of  the  cup  that  we 
may  be  made  worthy  to  become  one  with  you  and  one  with  our 
neighbor.

Homily  or  Brief  Sermon. 

leader:  We  express  our  common  bond  of  brotherhood  by  praying  the 
words  our  Lord  has  taught  us.

Hymn. 
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The  Rosary  calls  to  mind  the  joyful,  sorrowful,  and  glorious  mysteries 
(events)  in  the  life  of  Christ  and  his  blessed  mother.  It  is  composed  of  fifteen 
decades  — each  decade  consisting  of  one  "Our  Father,"  ten  "Hail  Mary's," 
and  one  "Glory  be  to  the  Father."  Usually  only  five  decades  are  said  at  one 
time,  using  one  of  the  major  divisions  given  above,  i.e.,  joyful,  sorrowful, 
or  glorious  mysteries. 

The  Apostolic  Creed  is  said  on  the  crucifix,  the  "Our  Father"  is  said  on 
each  of  the  large  beads,  the  "Hail  Mary"  on  each  of  the  small  beads,  the 
"Glory  be  to  the  Father"  after  the  three  "Hail  Mary's"  at  the  beginning  of 
the  rosary  and  after  each  group  of  small  beads. 

While  the  individual  prayers  are  being  said,  we  are  asked  to  meditate  or 
consider  the  event,  or  mystery,  associated  with  that  particular  decade.

SUGGESTED  SCRIPTURE  READINGS  FOR  THE  YEAR 

Selections  for  the  Christian  Year  O^O 

This  lectionary  is  a  table  of  lessons  and  Gospel  readings  for  the  Sundays, 
festivals,  and  special  days  of  the  church  year.  Suggested  readings  are  listed 
to  cover  a  three-year  period.  The  general  structure  of  the  lectionary,  as  well 
as  the  passages  listed  for  particular  days,  follows  widely  accepted  ecumenical 
usage. 

In  most  cases  the  Gospel  reading  may  be  considered  primary,  the  two 
other  lessons  being  chosen  to  go  with  it.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to 
achieve  a  rigid  thematic  structure  of  readings  for  each  Sunday.  The  lessons 
are  intended,  rather,  to  be  appropriate  to  the  season  under  which  they  are 
listed.  If  only  two  of  the  three  readings  are  used,  the  Gospel  should 
ordinarily  be  retained  as  one  of  them.  The  length  of  passages  shown  in  the 
tables  assumes  that  all  three  will  be  read.  They  may,  of  course,  be  appro- 
priately lengthened  or  shortened  to  fit  particular  circumstances,  as  desired. 

Psalms  and  responsive  readings  for  each  season  have  been  listed  in 
another  section  of  this  book.  Prayers  appropriate  to  various  times  of  the 
Christian  year  are  also  printed  in  this  book. 

For  those  chapels  accustomed  to  using  the  symbolism  of  color  in  ob- 
serving the  church  year,  the  following  summary  of  popular  usage  will  be 
helpful:

Luke  1:46-55 
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Now  there  was  a  man  living  in  Jerusalem  whose  name  was  Simeon. 

He  was  a  good  and  God-fearing  man, 

and  was  waiting  for  Israel  to  be  saved. 

The  Holy  Spirit  was  with  him, 

and  he  had  been  assured  by  the  Holy  Spirit 

that  he  would  not  die  before  he  had  seen 

the  Lord's  promised  Messiah. 

Led  by  the  Spirit.  Simeon  went  into  the  Temple. 

When  the  parents  brought  the  child  Jesus  into  the  Temple 

to  do  for  him  what  the  Law  required, 
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Simeon  took  the  child  in  his  arms, 
and  gave  thanks  to  God: 

"Now,  Lord,  you  have  kept  your  promise, 

and  you  may  let  your  servant  go  in  peace. 

For  with  my  own  eyes  I  have  seen  your  salvation, 

which  you  have  made  ready  in  the  presence  of  all  peoples: 

a  light  to  reveal  your  way  to  the  Gentiles, 

and  to  give  glory  to  your  people  Israel." 

Luke  2:25-32 
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This  is  how  God  showed  his  love  for  us: 

he  sent  his  only  Son  into  the  world  that  we  might 

have  life  through  him. 

This  is  what  love  is: 

it  is  not  that  we  have  loved  God, 

but  that  he  loved  us  and  sent  his  Son  to  be  the  means 

by  which  our  sins  are  forgiven. 

Dear  friends,  if  this  is  how  God  loved  us, 
then  we  should  love  one  another. 

No  one  has  ever  seen  God; 

if  we  love  one  another, 

God  lives  in  us  and  his  love  is  made  perfect  within  us. 

This  is  how  we  are  sure  that  we  live  in  God  and 
he  lives  in  us:  he  has  given  us  his  Spirit. 

And  we  have  seen  and  tell  others  that  the  Father 
sent  his  Son  to  be  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

Whoever  declares  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God, 
God  lives  in  him,  and  he  lives  in  God. 


/  John  4:9-15 
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Then  Jesus  went  to  Nazareth,  where  he  had  been  brought  up,  and  on 
the  Sabbath  day  he  went  as  usual  to  the  synagogue.  He  stood  up  to 
read  the  Scriptures,  and  was  handed  the  book  of  the  prophet  Isaiah. 
He  unrolled  the  scroll  and  found  the  place  where  it  is  written: 
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"The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me. 

He  has  anointed  me  to  preach  the  good  news  to  the  poor, 

He  has  sent  me  to  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captives, 

And  recovery  of  sight  to  the  blind, 

To  set  free  the  oppressed. 

To  announce  the  year  when  the  Lord  will  save  his  people!" 

Jesus  rolled  up  the  scroll,  gave  it  back  to  the  attendant,  and  sat  down. 
All  the  people  in  the  synagogue  had  their  eyes  fixed  on  him. 

He  began  speaking  to  them: 

"This  passage  of  scripture  has  come  true  today, 

as  you  heard  it  being  read." 

Luke  4:16-21 
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Then  James  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  came  to  Jesus.  "Teacher," 
they  said,  "there  is  something  we  want  you  to  do  for  us." 

"What  do  you  want  me  to  do  for  you?"  Jesus  asked  them. 

They  answered:  "When  you  sit  on  your  throne  in  the  glorious  kingdom, 
we  want  you  to  let  us  sit  with  you,  one  at  your  right  and  one  at  your  left." 

Jesus  said  to  them:  "You  don't  know  what  you  are  asking  for.  Can  you 
drink  the  cup  that  I  must  drink?  Can  you  be  baptized  in  the  way  I  must 
be  baptized?" 

"We  can,"  they  answered.  Jesus  said  to  them:  "You  will  indeed  drink  the 
cup  I  must  drink  and  be  baptized  in  the  way  I  must  be  baptized. 

"But  I  do  not  have  the  right  to  choose  who  will  sit  at  my  right  and  my  left. 
It  is  God  who  will  give  these  places  to  those  for  whom  he  has  prepared 
them." 

When  the  other  ten  disciples  heard  about  this  they  became  angry  with 
James  and  John. 

So  Jesus  called  them  all  together  to  him  and  said:  "You  know  that  the 
men  who  are  considered  rulers  of  the  people  have  power  over  them,  and 
the  leaders  rule  over  them. 

"This,  however,  is  not  the  way  it  is  among  you.  If  one  of  you  wants  to  be 
great,  he  must  be  the  servant  of  the  rest; 

"and  if  one  of  you  wants  to  be  first,  he  must  be  the  slave  of  all. 

"For  even  the  Son  of  Man  did  not  come  to  be  served;  he  came  to  serve  and 
to  give  his  life  to  redeem  many  people."  Mark  10:35-45 
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Who  has  believed  what  we  have  heard? 

And  to  whom  has  the  arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed? 
For  he  grew  up  before  him  like  a  young  plant, 

and  like  a  root  out  of  dry  ground; 
he  had  no  form  or  comeliness  that  we  should  look  at  him, 

and  no  beauty  that  we  should  desire  him. 
He  was  despised  and  rejected  by  men; 

a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  with  grief; 
and  as  one  from  whom  men  hide  their  faces 

he  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed  him  not. 

Surely  he  has  borne  our  griefs 
and  carried  our  sorrows; 

yet  we  esteemed  him  stricken, 
smitten  by  God,  and  afflicted. 

But  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions, 

he  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities; 
upon  him  was  the  chastisement  that  made  us  whole, 

and  with  his  stripes  we  are  healed. 


Isaiah  53:1-5 
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AH  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray; 

we  have  turned  every  one  to  his  own  way; 

and  the  Lord  has  laid  on  him 
the  iniquity  of  us  all. 

He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afflicted, 
yet  he  opened  not  his  mouth; 

like  a  lamb  that  is  led  to  the  slaughter. 

and  like  a  sheep  that  before  its  shearers  is  dumb, 
so  he  opened  not  his  mouth. 

By  oppression  and  judgment  he  was  taken  away; 
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and  as  for  his  generation,  who  considered 
that  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the  living, 
stricken  for  the  transgression  of  my  people? 

And  they  made  his  grave  with  the  wicked 

and  with  a  rich  man  in  his  death, 
although  he  had  done  no  violence, 

and  there  was  no  deceit  in  his  mouth. 


Isaiah  53:6-9 
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Do  not  let  anyone  deceive  you  with  foolish  words:  it  is  because  of  these 
very  things  that  God's  wrath  will  come  upon  those  who  do  not  obey  him. 

So  have  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  such  people. 

You  yourselves  used  to  be  in  the  darkness,  but  since  you  have  become  the 
Lord's  people  you  are  in  the  light.  So  you  must  live  like  people  who  belong 
to  the  light. 

For  it  is  the  light  that  brings  a  rich  harvest  of  every  kind  of  goodness, 
righteousness,  and  truth. 

Try  to  learn  what  pleases  the  Lord. 

Have  nothing  to  do  with  people  who  do  worthless  things  that  belong  to 
the  darkness.  Instead,  bring  these  out  to  the  light. 

And  when  all  things  are  brought  out  to  the  light,  then  their  true  nature  is 
clearly  revealed; 

for  anything  that  is  clearly  revealed  becomes  light.  That  is  why  it  is  said, 

"Wake  up,  sleeper, 
Rise  from  the  dead! 
And  Christ  will  shine  upon  you." 

Ephesians  5:6-11,  13-14 
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But  Christ  has  already  come  as  the  High  Priest  of  the  good  things  that 
are  already  here.  The  tent  in  which  he  serves  is  greater  and  more  perfect; 
it  is  not  made  by  men,  that  is,  it  is  not  a  part  of  this  created  world. 

When  Christ  went  through  the  tent  and  entered  once  and  for  all  into 
the  Most  Holy  Place,  he  did  not  take  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves  to 
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ofl'er  as  sacrifice;  rather,  he  took  his  own  blood  and  obtained  eternal 
salvation  for  us. 

The  blood  of  goats  and  bulls  and  the  ashes  of  the  burnt  calf  are  sprinkled 
on  the  people  who  are  ritually  unclean,  and  make  them  clean  by  taking 
away  their  ritual  impurity. 

Since  this  is  true,  how  much  more  is  accomplished  by  the  blood  of  Christ! 
Through  the  eternal  Spirit  he  offered  himself  as  a  perfect  sacrifice  to  God. 
His  blood  will  make  our  consciences  clean  from  useless  works,  so  that 
we  may  serve  the  living  God. 

For  Christ  did  not  go  into  a  holy  place  made  by  men,  a  copy  of  the  real 
one.  He  went  into  heaven  itself,  where  he  now  appears  on  our  behalf  in 
the  presence  of  God. 

The  Jewish  High  Priest  goes  into  the  Holy  Place  every  year  with  the 
blood  of  an  animal.  But  Christ  did  not  go  in  to  offer  himself  many  times; 

for  then  he  would  have  had  to  suffer  many  times  ever  since  the  creation 
of  the  world.  Instead,  he  has  now  appeared  once  and  for  all,  when  all 
ages  of  time  are  nearing  the  end,  to  remove  sin  through  the  sacrifice  of 
himself. 

Everyone  must  die  once,  and  after  that  be  judged  by  God, 

In  the  same  manner,  Christ  also  was  offered  in  sacrifice  once  to  take 
away  the  sins  of  many.  He  will  appear  a  second  time,  not  to  deal  with 
sin,  but  to  save  those  who  are  waiting  for  him. 

Hebrews  9:11-14,  24-28 
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The  attitude  you  should  have  is  the  one  that  Christ  Jesus  had: 

He  always  had  the  very  nature  of  God, 

but  he  did  not  think  that  by  force  he  should  try  to  become  equal  with 

God. 

Instead,  of  his  own  free  will  he  gave  it  all  up, 

and  took  the  nature  of  a  servant. 

He  became  like  man,  he  appeared  in  human  likeness; 

he  was  humble  and  walked  the  path  of  obedience  to  death 

—  his  death  on  the  cross. 

For  this  reason  God  raised  him  to  the  highest  place  above, 

and  gave  him  the  name  that  is  greater  than  any  other  name, 

so  that,  in  honor  of  the  name  of  Jesus, 

all  beings  in  heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and  in  the  world  below 
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will  fall  on  their  knees, 

and  all  will  openly  proclaim  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Lord, 

to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

Philippians  2:5-11 
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Let  us  give  thanks  to  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ! 
Because  of  his  great  mercy,  he  gave  us  new  life  by  raising  Jesus  Christ 
from  the  dead.  This  fills  us  with  a  living  hope, 

and  so  we  look  forward  to  possess  the  rich  blessings  that  God  keeps  for 
his  people.  He  keeps  them  for  you  in  heaven,  where  they  cannot  decay 
or  spoil  or  fade  away. 

They  are  for  you,  who  through  faith  are  kept  safe  by  God's  power,  as 
you  wait  for  the  salvation  which  is  ready  to  be  revealed  at  the  end  of 
time. 

Be  glad  about  this,  even  though  it  may  now  be  necessary  for  you  to  be 
sad  for  a  while  because  of  the  many  kinds  of  trials  you  suffer. 

Their  purpose  is  to  prove  that  your  faith  is  genuine.  Even  gold,  which 
can  be  destroyed,  is  tested  by  fire;  and  so  your  faith,  which  is  much 
more  precious  than  gold,  must  also  be  tested,  that  it  may  endure.  Then 
you  will  receive  praise  and  glory  and  honor  on  the  Day  when  Jesus 
Christ  is  revealed. 

You  love  him,  although  you  have  not  seen  him;  you  believe  in  him, 
although  you  do  not  now  see  him;  and  so  you  rejoice  with  a  great  and 
glorious  joy,  which  words  cannot  express. 

/  Peter  1 .3-8 
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One  of  the  elders  asked  me,  "Who  are  those  people  dressed  in  white 
robes,  and  where  do  they  come  from?" 

"I  don't  know,  sir.  You  do,"  I  answered. 

He  said  to  me:  "These  are  the  people  who  have  come  safely  through  the 
great  persecution.  They  washed  their  robes  and  made  them  white  with 
the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

"That  is  why  they  stand  before  God's  throne  and  serve  him  day  and 
night  in  his  temple.  He  who  sits  on  the  throne  will  protect  them  with 
his  presence. 

"Never  again  will  they  hunger  or  thirst;  neither  sun  nor  any  scorching 
heat  will  burn  them; 
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"for  the  Lamb,  who  is  in  the  center  of  the  throne,  will  be  their  shepherd, 
and  guide  them  to  springs  of  living  water; 

"and  God  will  wipe  away  every  tear  from  their  eyes." 

Revelation  7:13-17 
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Next  let  us  praise  illustrious  men, 

our  ancestors  in  their  successive  generations. 

The  Lord  has  created  an  abundance  of  glory, 
and  displayed  his  greatness  from  earliest  times. 

Some  wielded  authority  as  kings 

and  were  renowned  for  their  strength; 

others  were  intelligent  advisers 

and  uttered  prophetic  oracles. 

Others  directed  the  people  by  their  advice, 

by  their  understanding  of  the  popular  mind, 

and  by  the  wise  words  of  their  teaching; 

some  of  them  left  a  name  behind  them, 
so  that  their  praises  are  still  sung. 

While  others  have  left  no  memory, 

and  disappeared  as  though  they  had  not  existed. 

But  here  is  a  list  of  generous  men 

whose  good  works  have  not  been  forgotten. 

In  their  descendants  there  remains 

a  rich  inheritance  born  of  them.

Their  offspring  will  last  forever,

Their  bodies  have  been  buried  in  peace, 
and  their  name  lives  on  for  all  generations. 
The  peoples  will  proclaim  their  wisdom, 
the  assembly  will  celebrate  their  praises.

You  shall  have  no  other  gods  before  me. 

You  shall  not  make  for  yourself  a  graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  any- 
thing that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is 
in  the  water  under  the  earth;  you  shall  not  bow  down  to  them  or  serve 
them;  for  1  the  Lord  your  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity 
of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  to  the  third  and  the  fourth  generation  of 
those  who  hate  me,  but  showing  steadfast  love  to  thousands  of  those 
who  love  me  and  keep  my  commandments. 

You  shall  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  your  God  in  vain;  for  the  Lord 
will  not  hold  him  guiltless  who  takes  his  name  in  vain. 
Remember  the  sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days  you  shall  labor, 
and  do  all  your  work;  but  the  seventh  day  is  a  sabbath  to  the  Lord  your 
God;  in  it  you  shall  not  do  any  work,  you,  or  your  son,  or  your  daughter, 
your  manservant,  or  your  maidservant,  or  your  cattle,  or  the  sojourner 
who  is  within  your  gates;  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and 
earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  is  in  them,  and  rested  the  seventh  day; 
therefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sabbath  day  and  hallowed  it. 
Honor  your  father  and  your  mother,  that  your  days  may  be  long  in  the 
land  which  the  Lord  your  God  gives  you. 
You  shall  not  kill. 
You  shall  not  commit  adultery. 
You  shall  not  steal. 

You  shall  not  bear  false  witness  against  your  neighbor. 
You  shall  not  covet  your  neighbor's  house;  you  shall  not  covet  your 
neighbor's  wife,  or  his  manservant,  or  his  maidservant,  or  his  ox,  or 
his  ass,  or  anything  that  is  your  neighbor's. 

Exodus  20:1-17 
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And  when  you  fast,  do  not  put  on  a  sad  face  like  the  show-ofTs  do.  They 
go  around  with  a  hungry  look  so  that  everybody  will  be  sure  to  see  that 
they  are  fasting.  Remember  this!  They  have  already  been  paid  in  full. 

When  you  go  without  food,  wash  your  face  and  comb  your  hair,  so  that 
others  cannot  know  that  you  are  fasting— only  your  Father,  who  is  unseen, 
will  know.  And  your  Father,  who  sees  what  you  do  in  private,  will  reward 
you. 

Matthew  6:16-18 
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Do  not  save  riches  here  on  earth,  where  moths  and  rust  destroy,  and 
robbers  break  in  and  steal. 

Instead,  save  riches  in  heaven,  where  moths  and  rust  cannot  destroy,  and 
robbers  cannot  break  in  and  steal. 

For  your  heart  will  always  be  where  your  riches  are. 

Matthew  6:19-21 
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Now  this  is  the  message  that  we  have  heard  from  his  Son 

and  announce  to  you: 

God  is  light  and  there  is  no  darkness  at  all  in  him. 

If,  then,  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship  with  him, 

yet  at  the  same  time  live  in  the  darkness, 

we  are  lying  both  in  our  words  and  in  our  actions. 

But  if  we  live  in  the  light  — 

just  as  he  is  in  the  light  — 

then  we  have  fellowship  with  one  another, 

and  the  blood  of  Jesus,  his  Son, 

makes  us  clean  from  every  sin.

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If  we  say  that  we  have  not  sinned, 
we  make  a  liar  out  of  God, 
and  his  word  is  not  in  us.

Joshua  1:6-9 
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When  the  Pharisees  heard  that  Jesus  had  silenced  the  Sadducees,  they 
came  together,  and  one  of  them,  a  teacher  of  the  Law,  tried  to  trap  him 
with  a  question. 

"Teacher,"  he  asked,  "which  is  the  greatest  commandment  in  the  Law?" 

Jesus  answered,  "  'You  must  love  the  Lord  your  God  with  all  your  heart, 
and  with  all  your  soul,  and  with  all  your  mind.' 

"This  is  the  greatest  and  the  most  important  commandment. 

"The  second  most  important  commandment  is  like  it:  'You  must  love  your 
neighbor  as  yourself.' 

"The  whole  Law  of  Moses  and  the  teachings  of  the  prophets  depend  on 
these  two  commandments." 

Matthew  22:34-40 
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I  may  be  able  to  speak  the  languages  of  men  and  even  of  angels,  but  if 
1  have  not  love,  my  speech  is  no  more  than  a  noisy  gong  or  a  clanging 
bell. 

I  may  have  the  gift  of  inspired  preaching; 

I  may  have  all  knowledge  and  understand  all  secrets; 

I  may  have  all  the  faith  needed  to  move  mountains  — 

but  if  1  have  not  love,  I  am  nothing. 

I  may  give  away  everything  I  have,  and  even  give  up  my  body  to  be 

burned  — 

but  if  I  have  not  love,  it  does  me  no  good. 

Love  is  patient  and  kind;  love  is  not  jealous,  or  conceited,  or  proud; 

love  is  not  ill-mannered,  or  selfish,  or  irritable;  love  does  not  keep  a 
record  of  wrongs; 

love  is  not  happy  with  evil,  but  is  happy  with  the  truth. 

Love  never  gives  up:  its  faith,  hope,  and  patience  never  fail. 
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Love  is  eternal.  There  are  inspired  messages,  but  they  are  temporary; 
there  are  gifts  of  speaking,  but  they  will  cease;  there  is  knowledge,  but 
it  will  pass. 

For  our  gifts  of  knowledge  and  of  inspired  messages  are  only  partial; 
but  when  what  is  perfect  comes,  then  what  is  partial  will  disappear. 

When  I  was  a  child,  my  speech,  feelings,  and  thinking  were  all  those  of 
a  child;  now  that  I  am  a  man,  I  have  no  more  use  for  childish  ways. 

What  we  see  now  is  like  the  dim  image  in  a  mirror;  then  we  shall  see 
face  to  face.  What  I  know  now  is  only  partial;  then  it  will  be  complete, 
as  complete  as  God's  knowledge  of  me. 

Meanwhile  these  three  remain:  faith,  hope,  and  love;  and  the  greatest 
of  these  is  love. 

/  Corinthians  13:1-13 
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Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts; 
the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Where  can  I  go  to  escape? 
Where  can  I  hide  from  your  presence? 
If  I  climb  to  the  skies  you  are  there; 
if  I  lie  down  in  Hell,  there  also. 

Could  I  flee  on  the  wings  of  the  dawn 
and  camp  far  beyond  the  ocean, 
even  there  your  presence  would  follow. 
Your  strong  arm  would  grasp  me. 

If  I  say,  "Let  the  darkness  enshroud  me! 
Let  the  daylight  around  me  be  night!" 
I  find  that  the  dark  cannot  daunt  you, 
that  night  seems  as  bright  as  the  day 
and  darkness  like  light. 

Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts; 
the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Isaiah  6:3;  Psalm  139{138):7-12 
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Surely  there  is  a  mine  for  silver, 

and  a  place  for  gold  which  they  refine. 

But  where  shall  wisdom  be  found? 

And  where  is  the  place  of  understanding? 
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Man  does  not  know  the  way  to  it, 

and  it  is  not  found  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

The  deep  says,  "It  is  not  in  me," 
and  the  sea  says,  "It  is  not  with  me." 

It  cannot  be  gotten  for  gold, 

and  silver  cannot  be  weighed  as  its  price. 

Whence  then  comes  wisdom? 

And  where  is  the  place  of  understanding? 

God  understands  the  way  to  it, 

and  he  knows  its  place. 

Behold,  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  that  is  wisdom; 

and  to  depart  from  evil  is  understanding. 

Job  28:1,  12-15,20,23,28 
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"Do  not  be  worried  and  upset,"  Jesus  told  them.  "Believe  in  God,  and 
believe  also  in  me. 

"There  are  many  rooms  in  my  Father's  house,  and  I  am  going  to  prepare 
a  place  for  you.  I  would  not  tell  you  this  if  it  were  not  so. 

"And  after  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  back  and  take 
you  to  myself,  so  that  you  will  be  where  I  am. 

"You  know  how  to  get  to  the  place  where  I  am  going." 

Thomas  said  to  him,  "Lord,  we  do  not  know  where  you  are  going,  how 
can  we  know  the  way  to  get  there?" 

Jesus  answered  him:  "I  am  the  way,  I  am  the  truth,  I  am  the  life;  no 
one  goes  to  the  Father  except  by  me. 

"Now  that  you  have  known  me,"  he  said  to  them,  "you  will  know  my 
Father  also;  and  from  now  on  you  do  know  him,  and  you  have  seen 
him." 

John  14:1-7 
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With  God  are  wisdom  and  might; 
he  has  counsel  and  understanding. 

If  he  tears  down,  none  can  rebuild; 
if  he  shuts  a  man  in,  none  can  open. 
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If  he  withholds  the  waters,  they  dry  up; 

if  he  sends  them  out,  they  overwhelm  the  land. 

With  him  are  strength  and  wisdom; 
the  deceived  and  the  deceiver  are  his. 

He  looses  the  bonds  of  kings, 

and  binds  a  waistcloth  on  their  loins. 

He  makes  nations  great, 
and  he  destroys  them: 

he  enlarges  nations, 
and  leads  them  away. 

In  his  hand  is  the  life  of  every  living  thing 
and  the  breath  of  all  mankind. 

Job  12:13-16,  18,23,  10 
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But  the  souls  of  the  virtuous  are  in  the  hands  of  God, 
no  torment  shall  ever  touch  them. 

In  the  eyes  of  the  unwise,  they  did  appear  to  die, 
their  going  looked  like  a  disaster, 
their  leaving  us,  like  annihilation; 
but  they  are  in  peace. 

Yet  God  did  make  man  imperishable, 

he  made  him  in  the  image  of  his  own  nature. 

But  the  virtuous  live  forever, 

their  recompense  lies  with  the  Lord. 

The  Most  High  takes  care  of  them, 

for  he  will  shelter  them  with  his  right  hand 
and  shield  them  with  his  arm. 

Wisdom  3:1-3;  2:23;  5:15-16,  17 
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So  then,  my  brothers,  because  of  God's  many  mercies  to  us,  I  make 
this  appeal  to  you:  Offer  yourselves  as  a  living  sacrifice  to  God,  dedi- 
cated to  his  service  and  pleasing  to  him.  This  is  the  true  worship  that 
you  should  offer. 

Do  not  conform  outwardly  to  the  standards  of  this  world,  but  let  God 
transform  you  inwardly  by  a  complete  change  of  your  mind.  Then  you 
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will  be  able  to  know  the  will  of  God— what  is  good,  and  is  pleasing  to 
him,  and  is  perfect. 

Love  must  be  completely  sincere.  Hate  what  is  evil,  hold  on  to  what  is 
good. 

Love  one  another  warmly  as  brothers  in  Christ,  and  be  eager  to  show 
respect  for  one  another. 

Work  hard,  and  do  not  be  lazy.  Serve  the  Lord  with  a  heart  full  of 
devotion. 

Let  your  hope  keep  you  joyful,  be  patient  in  your  troubles,  and  pray  at 
all  times. 

Share  your  belongings  with  your  needy  brothers,  and  open  your  homes 
to  strangers. 

Ask  God  to  bless  those  who  persecute  you;  yes,  ask  him  to  bless,  not  to 
curse. 

Rejoice  with  those  who  rejoice,  weep  with  those  who  weep. 

Show  the  same  spirit  toward  all  alike.  Do  not  be  proud,  but  accept 
humble  duties.  Do  not  think  of  yourselves  as  wise. 

If  someone  does  evil  to  you,  do  not  pay  him  back  with  evil.  Try  to  do 
what  all  men  consider  to  be  good. 

Romans  12:1-2,  9-17 
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If  God  is  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us? 

He  did  not  even  keep  back  his  own  Son,  but  offered  him  for  us  all!  He 
gave  us  his  Son  — will  he  not  also  freely  give  us  all  things? 

Who  will  accuse  God's  chosen  people?  God  himself  declares  them  not 
guilty! 

Can  anyone,  then,  condemn  them?  Christ  Jesus  is  the  one  who  died,  or 
rather,  who  was  raised  to  life  and  is  at  the  right  side  of  God.  He  pleads 
with  God  for  us! 

Who,  then,  can  separate  us  from  the  love  of  Christ?  Can  trouble  do  it, 
or  hardship,  or  persecution,  or  hunger,  or  poverty,  or  danger,  or  death? 

As  the  scripture  says, 

"For  your  sake  we  are  in  danger  of  death  the  whole  day  long, 
we  are  treated  like  sheep  that  are  going  to  be  slaughtered." 
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No,  in  all  these  things  we  have  complete  victory  through  him  who  loved 
us! 

For  I  am  certain  that  nothing  can  separate  us  from  his  love:  neither 
death  nor  life;  neither  angels  nor  other  heavenly  rulers  or  powers; 
neither  the  present  nor  the  future; 

neither  the  world  above  nor  the  world  below  — there  is  nothing  in  all 
creation  that  will  ever  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God  which 
is  ours  through  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

Romans  8:31-39 
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I  am  the  real  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  gardener. 

He  breaks  off  every  branch  in  me  that  does  not  bear  fruit,  and  prunes 
every  branch  that  does  bear  fruit,  so  that  it  will  be  clean  and  bear  more 
fruit. 

You  have  been  made  clean  already  by  the  message  I  have  spoken  to  you. 

Remain  in  union  with  me,  and  I  will  remain  in  union  with  you.  Unless 
you  remain  in  me  you  cannot  bear  fruit,  just  as  a  branch  cannot  bear 
fruit  unless  it  remains  in  the  vine. 

I  am  the  vine,  you  are  the  branches.  Whoever  remains  in  me,  and  I  in 
him,  will  bear  much  fruit;  for  you  can  do  nothing  without  me. 

Whoever  does  not  remain  in  me  is  thrown  out,  like  a  branch,  and  dries  up; 
such  branches  are  gathered  up  and  thrown  into  the  fire,  where  they  are 
burned. 

If  you  remain  in  me,  and  my  words  remain  in  you,  then  you  will  ask  for 
anything  you  wish,  and  you  shall  have  it. 

This  is  how  my  Father's  glory  is  shown:  by  your  bearing  much  fruit;  and 
in  this  way  you  become  my  disciples. 

I  love  you  just  as  the  Father  loves  me;  remain  in  my  love. 

If  you  obey  my  commands,  you  will  remain  in  my  love,  in  the  same  way 
that  I  have  obeyed  my  Father's  commands  and  remain  in  his  love. 

I  have  told  you  this  so  that  my  joy  may  be  in  you,  and  that  your  joy  may 
be  complete. 

This  is  my  commandment:  love  one  another,  just  as  I  love  you. 

The  greatest  love  a  man  can  have  for  his  friends  is  to  give  his  life  for  them. 

John  15:1-13 
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Whoever  loves  me  will  obey  my  message.  My  Father  will  love  him,  and 
my  Father  and  I  will  come  to  him  and  live  with  him. 

Whoever  does  not  love  me  does  not  obey  my  words.  The  message  you 
have  heard  is  not  mine,  but  comes  from  the  Father,  who  sent  me. 

I  have  told  you  this  while  I  am  still  with  you. 

The  Helper,  the  Holy  Spirit  whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  will 
teach  you  everything,  and  make  you  remember  all  that  I  have  told  you. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you;  my  own  peace  I  give  you.  I  do  not  give  it  to  you 
as  the  world  does.  Do  not  be  worried  and  upset;  do  not  be  afraid. 

John  14:23-27 
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Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  God  Almighty, 
who  was,  who  is,  and  who  is  to  come. 

Lord,  God  Almighty, 

how  great  and  wonderful  are  your  deeds! 

King  of  all  nations, 

how  right  and  true  are  your  ways! 

Who  will  not  fear  you.  Lord? 

Who  will  refuse  to  declare  your  greatness? 

For  you  alone  are  holy. 

All  the  nations  will  come 

and  worship  before  you, 

for  your  righteous  deeds  are  seen  by  all. 

Our  Lord  and  God!  You  are  worthy 

to  receive  glory,  and  honor,  and  power. 

For  you  created  all  things, 

and  by  your  will  they  were  given  existence  and  life.

A  variety  of  chord  symbols  appear  with  the  seleaions  in  this  hymnal.  Instrumentalists 
are  invited  to  locate  the  specific  name  of  the  chord  to  be  learned  in  the  listings  below. 
Chord  groups  listed  are:  A,  B^,  B,  C,  Do,  D,  Eb,  E,  F,  Gb,  G,  and  Ab.  (Note  that  all 
Aft  chords  are  to  be  found  in  the  Bb  chord  group  because  all  Aft  chords  are  enharmonically 
equivalent  to  their  sister  fib  chords.  The  same  is  true  of  Cft  chords,  which  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Db  group.  In  the  same  manner,  Dft  equals  Eb;  Fft  equals  Gb;  and  Gft  equals  Ab.) 

Opposite  the  name  of  each  chord,  guitarists  are  referred  to  one  or  more  of  the  fingering 
diagrams  found  on  the  pages  following  the  listings.  Be  cenain  to  note  upon  which  frets 
each  specific  chord  is  to  be  played.  Often  a  particular  fingering  pattern  is  common  to 
more  than  one  chord. 

By  mastering  the  88  fingering  diagrams  in  this  section  the  guitarist  will  have  more 
than  450  chords  at  his  fingertips.  All  the  diagrams  assume  standard  guitar  tuning;  i.e.: 

1st  string  (highest  pitch):  E*;  2nd:  B;  3rd:  G;  4th:  D;  5th:  A;  and  6th  (lowest-pitched 

string):  E. 

(*This  E  is  two  white  keys  above  middle  C  on  a  piano.)

When  playing  hymns  on  the  guitar,  the  accompanist  may  wish  to  substitute  easier,  more 
basic  chords  for  the  more  difficult  chords  not  yet  mastered.  (The  difficult  chords  are 
included  so  that  the  piano  score's  harmonization  can  be  matched.)  As  a  general  rule,  the 
7th  chord  can  be  substituted  for  9th  chords;  the  simple  minor  chord,  for  minor  6th  and 
minor  7th  chords;  the  basic  major  chord,  for  the  7th  and  major  6th  chords.  Simpler  chords 
can  also  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  b5,  sus4,  and  other  less-common  harmonic  structures.

Special  Instructions 


For  Armed  Forces  personnel  stationed  aboard  ship  or  in  remote  areas: 

1.  Before  you  ship  out:  Buy  a  pitch  pipe  for  tuning  your  instrument,  and  extra  strings  and  picks.  Purchase  the 
music  you  will  need.  Ask  your  chaplain  for  a  copy  of  this  hymnal.  Protect  your  instrument  with  a  strong  case. 

2.  In  tropical  areas  and  aboard  ship:  Watch  for  buildup  of  condensation  and/or  mildew  on  instruments.  Wipe  off 
body  of  instrument  and  wax  lightly.  Cover  metal  parts  (except  strings)  with  a  trace  of  light  oil.  Keep  tuning 
key  gears  lightly  oiled. 

3.  If  you  find  yourself  without  a  pitch  pipe,  and  if  no  keyboard  instruments  are  accessible,  here  are  two  options 
for  getting  tuned  up:  (a)  Find  afrxend  with  a  harmonica.  Many  harmonicas  have  pitch  markings  above  the  tongue 
holes.  Blow  (do  not  draw)  breath  for  correa  pitch.  (Some  harmonicas  have  numbers  rather  than  pitch  markings 
over  the  tongue  holes.  In  this  case  try  option  b.)  (b)  See  the  radioman  in  your  umt.  Ask  him  to  tune  to  shortwave 
stations  WWV  or  WWVH  at  2.5, 5, 10, 15, 20,  or  25  MHz  (Megahertz).  These  stations  not  only  broadcast  accurate 
time  checks  from  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards;  they  also  transmit  a  440  cycle-per-second  audio  signal — a 
perfect  "concert  A"  pitch.  (This  is  the  A  above  middle  C  on  a  piano.)  With  this  tone  you  can  tune  your  instrument 
accurately  anywhere  in  the  world. 

4.  Electrified  instruments:  Servicemen  can  enjoy  amplified  guitars  and  other  instruments  on  board  ship  and  in  many 
remote  areas.  The  following  safety  precautions  are  stressed:  (a)  Proper  grounding:  When  standing  on  steel  decks, 
on  damp  concrete  floors,  or  on  bare  earth,  be  absolutely  certain  all  elearical  connections,  instruments,  and 
microphones  are  properly  grounded  to  avoid  dangerous  shocks,  (b)  Be  sure  of  your  power  supply:  Do  not  run 
direct  current  into  alternating  current  units.  Find  out  what  voltage  (1  lOV.,  220  V.,  etc.)  your  equipment  requires 
and  be  sure  your  power  source  is  compatible.  Improper  voltage  can  seriously  damage  amplifiers,  (c)  Check  all 
power  cords  and  connectors  both  for  safety  and  to  avoid  the  embarrassment  of  equipment  failure  during  a 
performance.
